Ho is for 


all kinds ot money, in unlimited quan 
titles, without reference to timo ol re- 
demption or depreciation in vuluo. He 
would pcuuitdo a day laborer that u 
shinphwter was of more valuo to him 
thau a gold dollar, und chuckle that ho 
has taken advantage of his ignorance 
Those are only a fow of tho characters 
tics ot a modern demagogue, who in 
to day tho greatest enemy of political 
tociety and good government.

The bal- 
loon tbcn descended rapidly and landed 
al itnted above. 


Mrs. L.'a verbal description of her 


trip repreauutB the view from her bal- 
loon as being in tho hlgt><>st degree 
beautiful. At her highest altitude she 
could hoar tbe voices of men and boys, 
the barking of dogs and the cucltllng of 
hens. ITcr passage ovor tho region tra- 
versed created the wildest excitement on 
the part ofjthc people along tbo route- 
women and children walking, a mile 
anil a half acnm fields to witness her 
descent, 


As she came down she stiuck Ihe unmo 


current of air which took h«r to the 
aorthwust when she first loft the ground, 
•nd by this her balloon waa carried to- 
ward tbe river, and she feared that she 
might come down In tho timber along 
the river bank, but fortunately she 
reached terra flrma just m time to avoid 
that peril. 


Those who have witnessed several as- 


cenblons say that this waa tbo fluest they 
ever saw. Wo most cordially congratu- 
late the lady upon her successful voy- 
age, and should she at some tfuture time 
ontcrtnin our pooplo in a similar manner 
we presume she will have ,no difficulty 
In raising a liberal sum to compensate 
h«r.
